the American and other embassies at : 
Pekin for the annual audience with ! 
liib Imperial Maje&ty. Kuang Hsu. the 
emperor of China, which is to tak«- 
place within a fortnight. The occasion 
is always one of great moment in dip- 
lomatic circles of the empire's capital, 
and is particularly important this year 
in view of the possible partition of the 
empire in the near future. 
In the 


present contest for concessions which 
the European ministers are conduct- 
ing, an effort will be made by each to 
make an impression on h'.s Majesty 
at the audience, so that the most gor- 
geons pageant the empire has ever wit- 
nessed is likelj to be seek. 


The audience will probably not differ 


in other respects from its usual lines. 
Though once a year only does Kuang 
Hsu deign to shed the light of his 
lOtintenance on the "barbarian" rep- 
resentatives of foreign countries, he 
rarely permits the interview to last 
longer than 
ten minutes.

Trees are destroyed, buildings 
are «et on fire and no end of mischief 
is done simply because the wires that 
are stretched hither and yo» are not 
suffleiently protected by the insulating 
cover; indeed, where the utmost pre- 
cautions are taken there is more or less 
danger. Maaj" ol the wires are in cer- 
tain localities attached to trees. These 
sway in the wind, drawing the wire 
back and forth over some intervening 
branch. It is but the work of a short 
time to wear off the covering when at 
every movement the wire emits a spark 
that in a little while seriously injures 
or entirely destroy* the tree.

trouble seems to be that sufficient care 
is not exercised in putting up wires, 
or else the covering is not adequate to 
the wear and tear to which it is sub- 
jected. The general opinion is that 
wires should never be attached to trees 
or buildings where there is any possi- 
bility of enough motion to result in the 
wearing off o£ the insulating cover.

Perforated (jnnpowder. 


The logical combustion of gunpowdei 


in a gun should be slow at the begin- 
ning, and as the 
shot goes faster 


through the bore of the gun the pow- 
der should burn more and more rapidly. 
This end is attained in a powder, one 
of whose inventors is Hudson Maxim, 
brother of the inventor of the rapid- 
fire gun. A composition is used which 
burns from the outside of the grain and 
does not explode en masee. It is made 
in cylinders with perforations.' As it 
burns, the holes become larger, so that 
the surface is constantly increasing in 
proportion to the mass or weight of 
the grain. When the charge is ignited, 
the gas is liberated with comparative 
slowness, as the lumps of powder be- 
come smaller the gas comes off more 
rapidly, so as to follow up the projectile 
in its passage through the gun. The 
result is that for equal velocity of the 
ball * much lower pressure is produced 
with'n the gun.

Scarcity of Tio. 


That the gold fields of the world are 


much more extensive than the tin fields 
is a fact which might strike the un- 
scientific person with a curious feelmp 
of surprise. 
The tin fields which are 


known to exist cover an area of less 
than 15,000 square miles, while the gold 
fields are something over 1,500.000 
square miles 
Therefore there are 132 


square miles of gold-bearing regionn 
for every single mile of ground where 
tin is known to exist. The importance 
of the tin industry is scarcely appie 
elated by those who have never made 
the subject a study. North America 
has no tin mines, South America but 
one. Asia has two, Peru and Bolh ia 
contribute 4.000 tons a jear. and Aus- 
tralia mines about 6,000 tone a >car. 
While we are all practically familiar 
with what is called tinware. \ery few 
of us appreciate the fact that pure tin 
plays a. \ cry small patt in the manufac- 
ture of these articles. The qualitj of 
tinware has. within the past few years. 
deteriorated with amazing rapidity, all 
of which is attributed to the limited 
supply and great value of tin.

hundred and fifty miles of water pipe 
of a novel character. This pipe is to 
be made of steel spirals packed !n con- 
crete. Sheet steel is cut into strips of 
the required width. These are fed in- 
to a machine and welded into one con- 
tinuous strip. 
A.S the strip is fed into 


the machine, rivet holes are punched, 
then the edges of the laps are brought 
together by machinery and held during 
the process of riveting, which is all 
done by compression. 
The lap 
is 


thrown on the outside of the pipe, ren- 
dering the inner surface smooth and 
pven throughout its length. A tena- 
cious hydraulic cement is packed 
around the laps, making the pipe ab- 
solutely water-tight.
